The printers and publisher of the “Hong. Kong Morning Post” 
were this morning found guilty of contravening the Chinese news- 
' paper ‘censorship regulations and also the Emergency Regulations 


Ordinance of 1922, 


On two censorship charges defendants were nominally fined $25 
or in default seven days’ imprisonment without hard labour.. 

On each of the boycott! charges a ‘fine of $2650 was imposed on 
the printers (each individual partner of the firm) and the publisher 
was fined $600-on each charge; in default one month’s imprisonment, 


in each case. 


“In addition each sais and the publisher sintast go ‘to 
prison for one month without hard labour on each charge, these 
additional sentences also,to run concurrently.” : 

‘Tf, however, defendants publish an apology in the terms set out 
in the judgment below a remission of the sentence to imprisonment 


will be considered.’

Finlayson 
formed the most favourable impres- 
sions of the value and possibilities 
of the work., In the splendid clim- 
ate and the open-air conditions 


| of their life the pale-faced English

Clearing the School Estate,

Owing to the strong anti-foreign 
feeling in existence on the Upper 
Yangtsze.as far up as ~Wanhsien, 
the Company's prospects in: this 
‘aren are decidedly obscure and a 
contint\al sourceof anxiety to’ 
your Directors‘and General Man- 
agers, but it ja the policy .of the 
-Company to endeavour to continue 


‘|its efforts in renewing old and 


friendly connections and In no.way 
to appear antagonistic to their sus- 
ceptibilities and diffeulties. 

‘You will have gathered ‘there- 
fore, Gentlemen, , that while the 
‘management of the River portion 
of the carrying. trade has been 
fraught with considerable difficul- 
ties, the financial result -never- 
theless shows a satisfactory 
return for reasons already 
mentioned, and I take this 
opportunity of thanking the mem- 
bers of the floating Staff for 
thefr good services during ‘a’ state 
of affairs involving very consider-| 
able personal risk. In thelr An- 
nual Report, the Shanghal General 
Managers, who were In close touch 
with the situation, say:— 


“Special mention must be rhade’ 

of the praiseworthy manner in 
‘which the Company's’: Floating 
Staff serving on the Yangtsze 
Steamers carried out their duties 
‘under exceptionally trying condi- 
tions during the first half of the 
year. Our vessels scarcely per- 
formed a trip during that perlod 
without being fired upon by both 
machine gun and rifle fire and 
the personal risk involved was by 
no means slight. ‘ Our’ thanks 
“are due in the first place to H.M. 
Navy for their very valuable 
assistance and protection afford- 
ed in providing gunboats and 
convoys asd in no slight measure 
to the marked devotion which 
was cheerfully. and , willingly 
shown by al] ranks jn’ the Com- 
pany's Service during the anxi 

_ ous time under review, and which 
ensbled. the Company to operate 
it's vessels and render valuable 
help to bath the Chinese and For- 
eign population, of the Yangtsze 

“Valley at n time of great emer- 
"gency." j oo ‘ 
which views I heartily endorse, and 
would add that the Company is also 
mindful of the valuable work per- 
formed by those in charge of hulks 
and in Shore Appointments. . 

The foregoing remarks deal en- 
tirely with the Yangisze situation 
which, however, was also naturally 
affected by the tense - situation 
existing in Shanghai during March, 
as n result-of the Southern Nation- 
alist Forces arriving outside the 
Settlement.

As mentioned in the Report, the 
“Laisang,” a useful ‘unit of the 
Fleet for some 27 years, Was last 
February disposed of, for breaking 
up, purposes, at's figure showing a 
veatisfactory. profit on her Book 
Value. She is beng: temporarily 
replaced on the Line by the “Yuen- 
gang” and “Suisang.” ‘ 

It {s satisfactory to report that 
no serious casualty-has’ occurred 
during the year, although from the 
Report you will haye learned that 
both the “Hopsang” and “Yatsang”’ 
were subjected to piratical attack 
whilst in Southern Chinese Waters, 
being forcibly taken to the notori- 
owe pirate atronghold—Bins Bay. 
In the case of the.vessels in .ques- 
tion, the Company only suffered to 
a very Minor extent arid there were 
fortunately no cusualtics of any 
sort to passengers or crew. ' Un- 
fortunately, however, steamers of 


{other Companies pirated during. 


the year did not come off so lightly 
and I can only hope that the some- 
what vague reports to the effect 
that the.Chinese Authorities , are 
engaged in taking active mensures 
in coping with, and eradicating, 
this really unnecessary evil in the 
vicinity of Bias Bay and elsewhere 
are substantially correct. ; 3 
Piracy In China Waters.’ , 
Tic. whole question of piracy in 
China waters is exceedingly .com- 
plicated, but as has often been said, 
a determined efforts on the part of 
our Chinese friends at Canton 
would solve the outstanding diffi- 
culty of the problem. = 
Last year at the Annual General 
‘Meeting you were'given the asaur- 
ance that the most rigid economy 
consistent with efficiency of the 
Fleet would’ be practiced and this 
I can conscientiously say has been 
carried out. Amongst other 
things, we are at present investi- 
gating a new. system of Insurance 
for covering the Fleet next year by’ 
which it is hoped a ‘considerable 
cash saving may be effected; the 
scheme at the moment, however, is 
merely in ita preliminary stages. 
Unfortunately, some of our steam- 
ers are of advanced age, so that the

mands. ‘My justification’ for such 
remark being that vessels under 
flags of ‘many Countries are ‘keen 
competitors in Far Eastern’ Trades 
and that while‘those under the 
British Ensign ,are compelled by 
law (in order, to obtain necessary 
ecudeioates to enter and clear from 
British Ports) to comply with the 
high standard of up-keep set ‘by 
the Board of Trade, vessels of 
other Nations, many of which: are 
undeninbly far below Board of

thus obtaining equal benefits with 
British tonnage at greatly reduced

SHOTS THAT HAVE .. 
GONE. 


CHAMPIONSHIPS’ BALLS? 


[By Harry Vardon:} 

- There is a remarkable diveralty 
‘of opinion as to the degree of 
length that the modern ball ‘has 

“added to the shots in golf. 

One of the best-known players in 
the country with whom I was re- 
cently discussing this subject in- 
sisted that the average first-class 
drive of to-day is no morc than 
twenty yards longer than the equi- 
valent stroke made in the era of the 
gutta-percha ball.

est estimate that I have heard as to 
the disparity, but it came from a 
man who had himself been reared 

_ in golf with the help of the.“‘gutty”

indicates how varied may be the 
views of future generations, as to 
the changes that have come over | 
the game." - 

Personally, 1 should sny that the 
distance of the full drive has been 
incrensed by at least 60 yards. It 
was a very good shot of this kind 
that travelled 190 yards in the time 
of the gutta-percha ball. Nowadays.

Expectation and Effect, 

In the days-when golf was climb- 
ing to greatness as a world’s pas- 
time, the braasie had to be uaed for 
the second shot even by a player of 
the front rank, at probably "nine of 
the eighteen. holes in the round. 
You would see him tip-toeing as he 
‘neared his ball to see if jt were 
sitting up sufficiently. well—he 
could tell from the measure of its 
countenance above the grass—to 
suggest the taking of the brassie., 

That situation has disappeared 
from first-class golf. At moat of 
the other holes the cleck would be 


a necessity for the second shot. Mr. 


Ball could place the ball as close to 
the hole with a brassie as the mo- 
dern champions do with a 
mashie-niblick, Braid and Taylor 
were ng deadly with the cleck. 

Ought there to be these testing 
second shots in modern champion- 
ship golf? 

It would be ridiculous further to 
Jengthen. courses 80 as to provide 
even half-n-dozen holes of the full 
two shot description, so,we could 
have for championships a lighter 
ball than the ‘present one. Intro- 
duced for such events, the innova- 
tion: might well appeal to the mul- 
titude.—"Sports Despatch.”

Now T shall try to give some ‘ex- 
planation of and‘ reason for the in- 
fluence of Confucianism in China. 

As‘ it {s not a religion, it cannot 

be said that it has inapired a faith 

in the people, Confucius claimed 
no specin}'’ divine power’ in his 

‘teaching, nor did he appeal in his} 

discourses to. the popular mind 

during his life time. Yet he has 
been regarded ‘as the greatest 
teachor in China, and his teaching 
has exercised an unparalleled influ- 
ence on Chinese life.» How is this? 

‘Confucius had a wonderful per- 
sonality. His virtuous life, his 
moral perfection and his wide 
knowledge must have been. as per- 
fect as those of-the Superior Man 

‘that was held up by him as the 

Ideal for self-culture. He had 

four companions, twelve ‘philosoph- 

ers, seventy-two disciples and 8,000 

students to whom his spirit was 

successfully communicated. They 
all worshipped him as the greatest 
sage. Thus in their ‘words: “Since 
there first were living men’ until 
now, there hag never been another 

Confucius." “From the birth’ of 

mankind till now there hag never 

been another like ‘our master.” 

Although Confucius himself was not 

a minister, his discipled became the 

officials of various’ states and they 

applied the doctrines of thelr mas- 
ter to government affairs with auc- 
cess. His teaching was thus car- 
ried out faithfully, and it waa firm- 
ly established in the minds. of the 
people. Age after age words of 
adoration and praise have been at- 
tached to ‘his name. and the em- 
perors of various dynasties Invish- 
ed upon him, all sorts of princely 
titles so that he now occuples very 
much the position of a Chinese god. 

The Emperor Shun Chih of the 

Manchy Dynasty undertook to give 

Confucius a title for all ages and 

to establish the true relationship 

in which he stands to the people. 

He hag ever been known as the 

Greatest Sage and. Our Teacher. 

Aimed High. 
‘Confucius, in ennobling. the in- 
dividual a3 a moral being capable 
of moral development, won into the 
heart of every man,‘ His teaching 


would not have been so popular if 


his 
the 


boxing as he did against 
Frenchman. Mancini con- 
veyed the notion to me 
that he’ inclines to theatrical- 
ism—at least that he gets infinite 
joy in showing that he can mipa a 
blow by a.hair’s breath, and in al- 
‘most an effortless manner. 

He can duck.and. dodge with the 
best of them, but he will be wise 
not to take the risks which he ran, 
against Laffineur when he comes to 
try to take the belt from Hood.

‘\he'did not tell’ the men ‘of thelr 


high origin and destiny, of their 
noble duties and. calling, and of 
their capacity of morally Aevelop- 
ing their. own .natures. 

The teaching of Confucius fs the 
expression of the moral consclous- 
ness of ‘the Chinese . in all ages. 
The plain, matter-of-fact system of 
Confucius, whose principle is to 
form man not by, doctrine but by}. 
his contact with man, exactly fit- 
ted the mind of the people. He 


‘| has, expressed the best thoughts of 


nearly every age, and Incorporat- 
ed them into his syatem of ethics. 

Confucius Ia not only a teacher 
of ethics but also a compiler of 
the early .Chineso classics. He 
wos the first organiser of Chinese 
literature, preserving the purest 
national traditions and the best in 
Chinose literature. One’ of his 
sources of strength {s that he has 
firmly organised the natfonal life 
through: his literary work. Tho 
Chinese have one written language 
for the whole country, and the 
Four Books which,are compiled 


‘for his diaciples':and.the Five: 


Classics. which:are compiled ‘by 
himself are studied by every Chin- 
ese when he js young, and. applied 
by him throughout his whole life. 
It is thus that what Cqnfucius 
taught represents the culture of 
the Chinese in. totality. . 
Followed Blindly. 

There is. an objective source of 
strength which in the last two cen- 
turies was responsible for, the 
great influence of Confucianism, 
but unhappily, also for its decline 
in.an indirect way. This was the 
literary examination ‘system of the 
Manchu ‘Dynasty. Entrance - into 
the civil service was obtained by 
passing four or five of these ex- 
aminations the papers set for 
which were mainly from the Four 
Books. The papers contained 
chiefly subjects for a sort of liter- 
ary composition. which must be 
finished in’ a. certain form conslat- 
ing-of eight paragraphs. The can- 
didates must Jearn the Four Books 
off by heart, and also the orthodox 
‘commentary. on the ' text. They 
were not allowed to criticise, nor 
to set down any opinion of their 
own, however correct and original 
they might be. If the composition |. 
showed the slightest sign of a de- 
viation from-the standard form, or 
of divergence from the orthodox 
meaning of the text, the candidate 
was thereby disqualified. The re- 
sult was that the. teaching ‘of, Con- 
fucius was blindly followed, a class 
_of stereotyped literati was produc- 
ed, and all initiative and original- 
ity of the people were stamped out. 
I regard this examinatién system 
as the worst intellectual fetter, 
that man his.ever: inv....2d for 
man, |The Manchus abolished it 


shortly iiefore thelr. downfall - 
1911, as the whole nation was stir 
red for social, political and intel. 
lectual reform by: Its contact with 
the new ideas of the modern West- 
ern world, The great reaction of 
the people: resulted. in a gradual 
loss of respect for une Gonfucian 
teaching. . : 
; Brief susver: 

Now [ think I have kept you too 
‘long, and I shall conclude this 
paper with a short survey of the 
position of Confucianism in China 
at the present day. _ As we have 
seen, the ‘teaching of Confucius 
has its historical background in the 
old Chinese patriarchal system of 
government. At the time of Con- 
fucius, China was still an isolated 
empire, , The family, not the 
individual, . was the basis of. 
society. ' The standard” of thelr 
morals was based-on the traditions 
and customs of the past ages, In- 
stead of taking antiquity as the 
childhood of the race‘as Bacon did 
in Weatern . philosophy,’ Confucius 
exalted it as the perfection itself 
which can ‘only be equalled but riot 
excelled,’ In the light of’ subse- 
quent history, we see that this is 
a mistake, Society is necessarlly. 
progressive. Every age -has its 
dwn necds and its own Ideals, 
Thus at the present’ day, there aro 
more than. five relations to be rec- 
tifled, There are the modern rela- 
tion between the'rich and the poor, 
that between capital and labour, 
that between nationa and that be- 
tween mankind in general. . 


Man is not merely a creature of 
traditions and customs in the midst 
of which he lives, but also an in- 
telligent moral being who can 
think, feel and'will. The ideals of 
both man and society are based on 
the progressive movements of the 
human race, and they must for 
their perfection assimilate new 
elements, Confucius was not be- 
fore his time... When. the time 
comes as it came thirty years ago 
in China, in which the social and 
political life of the people demands 
more advanced ideals and {deals 
for their guidance, the inapplic- 
ability of his teaching becomes evi- 
dent, Since the intercoursé with 
the modern nations in the West, 
there has been a great awakening 
‘among the Chinese’ people who re- 
acted for the first time against the 
dogmatic slumber into which. the 
nation had sunk- for more than 
2,000 years. The people were bit- 
terly dissatisfied with the order of 
things under: the despotic regime 
of the Manchus, and they welcom- 
ed with open arms such Ideas as 
liberty, individual rights, and re- 
presentative, government, The 
teaching of Confucius has been re- 
garded as old-fashioned and un- 
suitable to equip, China for the

struggle, in- the modern world of: 
science and industry, ; 
Political Ideals. . | 
Although there were one or’ two 
Isolated cases of reactionary move- 
menta for the suppression. of the 
Confucian teaching, the pride and 
conscience of ‘the nation. nevor al: 
lowed any more drastic measure 
than the reservation, of the Con- 
fucian teaching in the form of the 
Four Booka and the Five’ Classics 
for the study of tho senior classes 
in a high athool, To me this is 
an improvement in the educational 
system of China. For tlie past] 
twenty years, Ching has bean ex- 
periencing- a radical. transforma- 
tion in its social, political and in- 


tellectual life.. There has been a 


great upheaval in which traditions, 
customs, beliefs and thought have 


Lall been shaken ‘to: their root, 
What the result’ will be ia surely|. 


of ‘world-wide Interest.’ While re- 
cognising the value of. Confucius’ 
ethical teaching which will ever be 
an inspiration to every’ moral be- 
ing, I cannot attach too much im- 
portance to his’ political ideals. 
China should learn ao great desl 
from the West to meet the needs 
of tho age, but she should never 
turn destructively upon her paat 
which holds much that {s precious. 
With the deepness and fineness of 
the Confucian culture, her past is 
certainly’ her promise for the fu- 


ture.

“UNBEARABLE LB FRONTIERS. i 


Signor Mussolini, in the course, of 


‘a conversation with the Rome cor- 


respondent of the Berlin Conserva- 
tive’ newspaper’ “Der .. Tag,” has 
given this journalist the impression 
that he ja still hankering after the 
formation of a German-Italian bloc 
with an onti-French bias,. The 
journalist declares ‘that Signor 
Mussolini said a number of things 
which he cannot publish, ao brutal. 
ly frank wore they and so far re- 
moved from the realm of -senti- 


‘} mental dreams in which German 


politiclans ‘move. “But even tho 
publishable part of the conversa- 
tion he described as. overpowering- 
ly dramatic. 

The question’ he put to ‘Signor 
Mussolini was:—Why should not 
Italy follow the same pollcy to- 
wards Germany as' towards Hun- 
And Signor , Mussolini 
snawered that the reason was to'be 
found in Germany alone. If Ger- 


\many would only stop thinking in 


terms of sentiment about 200,000 
inhabitants of the South Tyral, who 
for that matter could, have any- 
thing: they wanted if only they 
would show themselves loyal Italian 
subjects, then every barrier be- 
“tween Italy and Germany, would bo 
swept away. “Bismarck,”* sald 
Signor Mussolini, “would never 
have based his ‘policy on sentl- 
ment.” 

Yet Signor Mussolini, according 
to the journalist, has a better ap- 
preciation of .

The French, Elections,

towards ‘the German-speaking ‘min- 
orities, the Prusaian Government, 
-acting on its own. authority and 
without entering {nto . discussions 
with the. Reich’s Government, has 
issued a kind,of Charter of Liberty 
for the Polish\minority within ‘ita 
borders, The Poles of Upper 
Slleaia are unaffected, for their 
status is. already determined by 
international engagements, but the 
Poles of Western Prussia and also 
the numerous Poles of the Rhur dis- 
trict will benefit by this Initiative. 
The basic principle of the Charter 
is its recognition that it Hes within 
the citizen’s own choice to deter- 
mine whether or not he belongs to 
the National Minority. The author- 
ities have nothing to say in this 
matter. This principle is in ac- 
cord wth.a recent judgment of the 
Hague Court in regard to a Polish 
claim that the’ individual member- 
ship of the Minority should be sub- 
ject to examination and confirma- 
tion by the authorities. 

There is, of course, far more in- 
ducement for a Pollsh-speaking | 
parent to opt for a German: school-’ 
ing for his child than for a German 
to prefer no instruction, owing to 
the superior efficiency, of German 
educational methods and the grent- 
er utility of the German lan- 
guage.” The principle of self-deter- 
mination js thus advantageous to 
the German schools both on German 
and on Polish soil.

Lord Cushendun pointed out that 
difficult problems. had | constantly 
arisen when the disarmament qués- 
tion was being, considered: He de- 
fended the Government's attitude 
towards the proposala made and re- 
pudiated the, suggestion that. Lord 
Parmour for Great’ Britain had act- 
ed obstrictively. “We had done 
infinitely more. to promote and re- 
sort to arbitration than any coun- 
try except ‘the. United: States .and 
we have been the foremost'in direct- 
ing practical disarmament.” ' Lord 
Cushendun declared that useful de- 
cisions with regard to disarmament 
could only be arrived at by the 
greatest patience and forbearance, 
and he suggested the substitution 
of the words “if possible” for “in 
any case’ in Lord’s Cecil's resolu- 
tion. f :
